Pity The Pastor! 


HE pastor’s first duty is to look 

after the souls of the people 
entrusted to him. But in most par- 
ishes he must also look after the 
finances, which too often cause 
him a lot of worry and anxiety, and 
which take up time that he would 
otherwise be able to give to the 
direct interests of God, 


Strictly, the parish belongs to 
the congregation, not to the priest. 
Yet he is the one who has all the 
worry about maintenance, repair, 
and building. In many a Protestant 
congregation these matters are 
handled by an elected committee 
and the preacher is left free to 
devote his time exclusively to 
spirituality. 


Where the finances of a parish 
are properly budgeted there is no 
need for frequent reference to 
money from the pulpit. But where 
parishioners are careless, the par- 
ish must run on a hit-or-miss basis 
and ‘there is no choice left to the 
pastor other than to have socials 
and raffles and to remind the peo- 
ple Sunday after Sunday about 
their obligation. 

No priest likes to talk money, 
and it would be absolutely unnec- 
esary for him to talk about it at 
all if the amount of money needed 


were divided on an equitable basis)

That’s the only appeal a priest 
can make. Certainly, he wants 
nothing material for himself. If he 
did, he would have entered some 
other line of work. The average 
parish priest—with his genius for 
organization, his long hours, his 
experiness at human relations— 
could command a much larger 
salary in private business than he 
will ever make at his pastoral 
duties. i a 

Furthermore, that’s the proper 
spiritual appeal We Catholics 
should want to give because God 
gave to us—and we are returning 
but a part of his bounty. So the 
pastor must ask us to give to God, 
and.not to a man. ; 

But I wonder sometimes if a 
layman shouldn’t stand up in 
churen and say, “Yes, Father, we'll 
give to God, but we want to give 
something ,to you, too. We know 
how many times you have taken no 
salary at all, because the parish 
treasury was low. We know how 
vou have deprived yourself of even 
the simple comforts of life, because 
your parish needed the money) 
more. We know that your own 
mattress has been lumpy because 
you wanted to pay for new kneel- 
ing pads for your parishioners, We 
know how many nights you have 
labored at painting, or plumbing, 
or carpentering,;~because your par- 
ishioners had given you no funds 
with which to hire professional 
labor.”’ 

So it isn’t that way in your 
parish, you feel? Your rectory Is 
new, the convent is well kept, the 
church buildings are in good re- 
pair. Don’t be too quick to judge 
by outward appearances. It may 
ail be a good front, maintained by 
your faithful, loyal pastor—at the 
expense of his own comfort. Look 
around and find out for sure. There 
are certainly many parishes where 
priests and sisters do not have 
adequate housing, where their diet 
is simple—not to keep their figures 
pleasing, but in order to pay the 
bills. Many a confessor spends 
long hours in am unheated “con- 
fessional because he is trying to 
control the fuel bills. 


Set Your Own Standards 
Your standards should be your 


own. When you give something in 
church, you give first of all to God. 
But next you give to support the 
priests, brothers and sisters who 
labor for you. They have no way 
to get a raise in pay; they are 
beggars relying on your generosity. 
If their homes are not as nice as 
yours; if they walk when you ride; 
if their thermostats are. set lower 
than you like yours; if their table 
is set less generously than your 
own; then something is wrong. 
Then it is time, I say, to feel honest 
about giving something for your 
pastor, as well as for God and 
Church.

Our 
Pastor's 40 years of priesthood 
would have been easier.

Well, it didn’t quite work out 
that way. America did come of 
age, and comparatively, the Church 
is flourishing. But needs are great, 
and parish priests still wonder how 
to pay the bills, how to put a new 
roof on the school, how to patch 
up the basement for a social hall. 
For our Church is dynamic, which 
means it is growing, which means 
that only few parishes have 
enough funds for their needs. 

And so the pastor does two 
things. First, he cuts down on his 
own expenses. He has his shoes 
half-soled and makes them do 
another season. He looks at the 
tattered bed-linens and towels in 
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ess warm in winter; he turns off 
the lights; and he eats a little 

The next thing which a 
does is only now beco a 
national fad. Pastors learned it 
generations ago: Do-It-Yourself. 
Yes, they clean up, and they pain 
and they repair doors—all this, o 
course, when they are not hearing 
Confessions, or offering Mass, or 
helping their parishioners with a 
nw and one personal prob- 
lems. 


You won't believe this if you visit 
Church only on Sunday. But go 
around on a week-day and see what 
your pastor is doing, and what he is 
doing without. Then you may de- 
cide that it’s all right to give some- 
thing for him in the Sunday offer- 
ing. He’ll still tell you to give only 
to God, and you will—but you'll 


add a little extra for God’s repre- 
sentative, your own pastor!

the whole: world and lost his soul. 
If every human soul is infinitely 
precious in the eyes of God, then 
those who labor to lead them on 
to the supernatural destiny for 
which they were created are doing 
a very rational thing, and are made 
extremely happy in the doing.

It's Your Parish 


Why does any Catholic permit 
his pastor to be worried about the 
debt on his church or on his school, 
when it is not his church or his 
school, but belongs to the congre- 
gation for which both were built? 


We read in a letter sent to the 
Lutheran Witness, the official or- 
gan of the Missouri Synod, that 
$10,000,000.00, which they were 
to collect in six months, is only a 
small sum when distributed over 
1,000,000 communicants. He 
writes: “That would average $10.00 
a person which certainly is a very 
small amount—with six months in 
which to pay it.” 

What if the Catholic Bishops of 
the United States proposed the 
raising of a sum of $200,000,000.- 
00 in six months! That would only 
be equivalent to the $10,000,000.- 
00 for Lutherans. It would also 
mean only $10.00 from each of 
20,000,000 adult communicants. 
It would be a burden for some 


people, but if all Catholics gave in 


‘proportion to their income, there 


would be those who could give 
$20.00 or $50.00 or $100.00.

gross income. The United States 
government is hitting people far 
harder than that.

pvt that question to your hard- 
working pustor and his first 
thought in reply will be “because 
they work!” For some reason or 
other, the offertory receipts in a 
parish using envelopes are gener- 
ally double what was taken in un- 
der the old system (which was 
really no system at all). 


So the matter takes a step back- 
ward and we ask why it is that 
people are more generous when 
they have an envelope to fal. Is it 
that the envelope system requires 
them to prepare their offering at 
home on Saturday Night or before 
Mass?—when they have more time 
for reflection on how much to don- 
ate, with access to the necessary 
currency or silver. Certainly it 
seems to confront people with 
their obligation more dramatically. 
There can be no question of a 
meaningful reaching toward the 
basket with a fistful of coppers— 
fooling everyone but God. In an 
— the contribution is ticket- 
ed. 

It certainly is a system for smok- 
ing out the four-flushers. Although 
—the writer was once stationed in 
a parish where-one of the young 
men would drive up to Mass in a 
fire-engine-red convertible and 
then drop a dime in the basket, 
properly enclosed in an envelope. 
It didn’t seem to faze him at all. 
But then that was a parish where 
the pastor never. published the 
amounts contributed. 


Nevertheless, if you ever hear 
anyone complaining about the en- 
velope system or excessive de- 
mands for contributions, take a 
second look at him. Usually those 
who squawk the loudest gave the 
least. There is a reason for their 
resentment, and it’s not modesty. 
Ask—if you dare—how much they 
are accustomed to give each Sun- 
day. Or check it up for yourself in 
the next parish Statement. But 
don't be surprised at a penurious 
showing. The good Catholic is gen- 
erous with God and a cheerful 
giver.

It spots the Army-Notre Dame game of 1928. 
more people make fun of it than appreciate the true drama 
of the incident. “Win this one for the Gipper, 
hear before any Notre Dame game, in the post-World War II 


cynicism that seems to exist. 

There is no doubt the story is 
true. George Gipp, on his death 
bed, in December, 1920, breathed 
to his coach, Knute Rockne: “Some 
day, when the going is rough 
‘Rock,’ ask the boys to win one 
for the Gipper.” 

Rockne waited eight years be- 
fore he repeated the request. It 
was on Nov. 10, 1928. Notre Dame 
was at the Yankee Stadium ready 
to play the Army. This was a Notre 
Dame team that lost four games 
that season. Rockne made the re- 
quest. The Fighting Irish of that 
year did not disappoint. They won 
the game “for the Gipper.” The 
score was 12-6. 

Why repeat this well-cnown in- 
cident now? Well, the captain and 
right tackle of that 1928 Notre 
Dame team was Fred Miller. He 
must have been a good one. He 
was picked on the International 
News Service first All-American 
team that year. A couple of weeks 
ago, Fred Miller was killed in an 
unfortunate plane crash. His son, 
Fred Jr., and two pilots also died 
in the mishap. 

There must be a reunion of that 
1928 bunch in session now with 
“the Gipper” and with 
Tim Moynihan, the center, John 
Colrick and Johnny (One Play) 
O'Brien, the ends, Jack Chevigny, 
the right half, who was killed on 
Iwo Jima, and now Miller. Chevig- 
ny scored the first touchdown, 
O’Brien the second, against Army.

THE most-told Notre Dame story has to do with George Gipp.

We use the word “sportsman” 
pretty loosely in our set.

He played évery game. He help- 
ed bring the Braves to Milwaukee 
. . » His city. He was a factor be- 
hind the Green Bay Packers. He 
was president of the Association 
of Commerce in his own home 
town. 

I think Elmer Layden, one of the 
Notre Dame “Four Horsemen” and 
subsequent coach of the Irish said 
it best: “America has lost a great

At FIRST sight, the reader may 


above title. That is but natural if 
he has not considered that the 
Church and its administrations are 
as necessary to his spiritual life as 
is his own job that provides food, 
clothing, and shelter to preserve 
his bodily life. 

There are those who forget that 
the Fifth Commandment of the 
Church is just as binding as the 
First Commandment. In the old 
Testament God commanded His 
people to give tithes, that is, ten 
per cent of all they possessed for 
the support of the Temple. In the 
New Testament He has said, “they 
who preach the gospel should live 
by the gospel.” (I Cor. 9, 14.) 
Hence, both by the natural and the 
Divine Law the faithful have the 
duty to support the Church. , 

After all, it is a very small per- 
centage of money contributed to 
the Church that actually goes to 
the support of the clergy. Salaries 
of priests are fixed at a level far 
below that of most American 
working people. Then, too, mem- 
bers of religious orders, priests, 
brothers, and nuns, are under the 
vow of poverty which prevents 
their receiving personal salaries. 
They must be provided with food, 
clothing, and shelter, but the 
larger portion of funds given to the 
Church are used to promote works 
of the Church. 

The Church property mst be 

reserved and repaired; vestments, 

ights, and other necessities must 
be provided; the children must be 
educated; churches must be erect- 
ed to keep pace with the spread of 
the Church as well as movements 
of poomrann. Seminaries need to 
be built in order that more priests 
may be provided; hospitals, or- 
phanages, homes, institutes of 
every kind and the numerous char- 
itable works are supported by the 
Church.

The duty to contribute to the 
Church is regulated “according to 
one’s means.” Those who have 
much can give much, those who 
have little give little. God looks 
to the heart and to the spirit where- 
with it is given. There are Cath- 
olics today who are very prosper- 
ous in material goods, and they 
are just as generous in supportin 
the works of the Church. They wi 
receive a generous reward in 
Eternity, for God is never outdone 
in generosity. 

After all, if the Church did not 
have priests and brothers and sis- 
ters, how would you develop your 
own spiritual life? How would 
your children be educated in the 
truths of the Faith that will lead 
them to heaven? Where would you 
go to receive the Sacraments? 

The priest is God’s representa- 
tive among men. His sacred follow- 
ing precludes any trade or busi- 
ness whereby he may support 
natural life.

Dr. Kane’s views were presented 
in an address here Wednesday on 
“The Social Structure of American 
Catholics” at the national conven- 
tion of the Catholic Sociological 
Society. He is a specialist on race 
and ethnic group relationships and 
inter-religious tensions. 


DECLARING that religious dis- 
crimination “cannot entirely be 
ruled out” for the failure of Cath- 
olics to exercise proportionate in- 
fluence in American society, Dr. 
Kane advanced other reasons for 
their subordinate status. 


“There may be some kind of 


Catholics are more likely to 
achieve eminence in religion, law 
and education than in other fields 
of endeavor. According to Dr. 
Kane, a representative sampling of 
Catholics listed in the current 
“Who’s Who in America” shows 
that 29% are priests or members 
of religious orders, 19.6% are law- 
yers and 9% are educators.

One of our readers, C. F. Marley 
of Nokomis, Illinois, has submitted 
the following objections to the 
stand we have taken regarding di- 
rect subsidies for farmers. 


“Direct subsidies would harm 
the family-type farm .. . Suppose 
that became law. What would hap- 
pen? Everybody would say, ‘That’s 
for me. I like a guaranteed liv- 
ing.’ The result would be that more 
people would be in the market for 
farms and fewer would be for sale. 


“No remember, it is the family- 
type farmer we are trying to help. 
Where does it put him? Assume 
that this program. has been law for 
several years and John and Mary, 
a young married couple, would like 
to start farming. To buy a farm 
they have to buy in a market 
crowded by buyers who are all 
looking for the same ‘can’t lose’ 
deal. This has brought up the price 
of land. Ordinarily the family 
farm would be available, but 
John’s folks also like their sure- 
fire living, and they just won’t let 


go. 

“But John and Mary want to 
farm so they buy, even at the in- 
flated price. Now they find them- 
selves in a new kind of competi- 
tion—against the in-and-outer who 
no longer gets out. He’s stayed fn 
because of the can’t lose provisions 
of the farm law. 

“Agriculture has always had to 
contend with the in-and-outer. He 
can be defined as an operator who 
likes to play it ‘shrewd.’ He waits 
on the side-lines until hogs are say 
$25, beef $35 and eggs 50 cents per 
dozen. He then decides to get in 
for some of the gravy. Trouble is 
that there are such great numbers 
of these in-and-outers that when 
they do get in, they create a se- 
vere problem in overproduction, 
and thus defeat their purpose. 

“The in-and-outer never liked the 
established. principle of the agri- 
cultural cycle. He has always 
been frightened to death of the 
thought of ever producing at even 
money, or a loss, heaven forbid! 
He never looks at prices in the 
several years’ average as do legi- 
timate operators. But under the 
new NCRLC farm lew his fears 
have been removed because of the 
provision that ‘direct subsidies 


being committed against the so- 
called social doctrine of the 
Church. The workers have borne 
too much hardship to be asked 
now to continue to remain 
patient.” 

Masonry, especially the so-called 
“Blue Rite,” has known an age of 
power in Argentina and still has 
many devotees in the army and 
navy. At any moment, the Masons 
jin Argentina can count upon the

“Trouble is now that John and 
Mary find themselves in a sick ag- 
riculture. They have a high-priced 
farm to pay for in a situation of:a 
constant oversupply both in perish- 
able and non-perishable commodi- 
ties. Eggs and meats are supported 
under the new law, and so are the 
‘suitcase’ farmers producing on 
marginal wheat lands. The same 
goes for corn and cotton. 


“It should be pointed out that 
this is not a big-farmer vs. little- 
farmer situation. Large operators 
are oftentimes in-and-outers in 
some lines—for instance laying 
flocks or hog feeding. The small, 
beginning farmer, the man the 
new law is supposed to protect, 
more often than not is an ‘in’. John 
and Mary, for instance, have little 
capital and an ample supply of 
labor. They would like to look to 
a laying flock and swine feeding 
as a means of getting ahead. But 
the general market is depressed on 
both because nobody gets out any- 
more. 

“Let us remember one thing. 
Free enterprise gave us a nation 
of family-type farmers for more 
than 150 years before the ‘doctors’ 
tried anything to ‘improve’ it. A 
minimum of interference with the 
price mechanism will preserve the 
family farm. If any real help is to 
be given agriculture, let it be in 
the form of new markets and edu- 
cation. But, please, let prices regu- 
late themselves.” 

In reply to Mr. Marley we Say, 
first of all, that we are happy to 
consider his opinions. We know 
that he has given a great deal of 
thought to the problem, and, since 
he operates a farm, the issue is 
very vital to him. 

We feel that the last line of Mr. 
Marley’s statement contains the 
key to his problem. According to 
the plan we suggest, prices for ag- 
ricultural products would regu- 
late themselves. We urge a free 
market and direct income subsidies 
in no way related to prices or to 
particular commodities. | 

If too many farmers are produc- 
ing eggs and wheat, the price of 
those commodities would decrease 
in the free markets we propose. 
During a year of low agricultural 
income, subsidies would be paid to 
all. farmers. But those whose in- 
come was extremely low because of 
mismanagement would not receive 
a greater subsidy than those who 
oy turned to commodities for 
which there was a demand—and a 
relatively high price. Thus, we 

uote Mr. Marley’s statement as an 
illustration of one of the several 
advantageous features of our pro-
